Whooping cough is a contag- 
ious disease marked by a spas- 
modic cough coming from the 
nose and throat. 

Whooping Cough, being one of 
the "catching" diseases, cannot 
just come, but is always taken 
from some other person who has 
it, usually a child. ' 

Whooping Cough starts like a 
common cold with a cough, 
which usually becomes v/orse for 
the first two weeks. At the end 
of this time Hie cough becomes 
more severe, the attacks come 
oftener, they last longer, and arc 
Accompanied usually by whoop- 
ing and vomiting, as well as a 
great redness of the face. The 
characteristic cough usually con- 
sists of a number of coughs In 
quick succession with the out* 
ward breath, or expiration, and 
the whoop, or crowing sound, 
with the inspiration or the in- 
taking breath. 

The length of time between the 
exposure to the disease and the 
development of the cough Is any- 
where from one to two weeks. 



The recognition of a well- 
developed case of Whooping 
Cough presents neither doubt nor 
difficulty, particularly when the 
cough is accompanied by the 
v/hoop and the vomiting, but the 
mild cases are often allowed to 
run neglected and are the cause 
of many new cases. 

Textbooks on medicine advise 
the isolation and quarantine of 



known cases for six weeks from 
the commencement of the 
whoop, but the provincial de- 
partment of health requires only 
I three weeks isolation from the 
commencement of the whoop. 

The house is to be placarded 
and all contacts are to be quar- 
antined for two weeks. Children 
who have had whooping cough 
may continue at school without 
change of residence. School 
children of twelve years of age 
or over, who have not had the 
disease may continue at school 
without change of residence. This 
is because not many children of 
that age are susceptible to it

once breaks out in an>' place, 
that large numbers of people will 
take it. This is what is called an 
epidemic. These epidemics may 
happen at any time of the year, 
but usually in the winter or 
spring. Sometimes there is an 
odd, single ease breaks out and 
is not followed by an epidemic. 

Whooping Cough is just about 
as contagious as measles, and 
it is said that nine- out of every 
ten children exposed to the dis- 
ease will take it. Of course, this 
means those who have never had 
it before, and one attack pro- 
tects a child for life from get- 
ting it again. 

Once in a white we Hear of an 
aduit person taking the disease, 
out half the cases happen in 
children under two years of age 

and fully nine-tenths of them be- 
fore seven years. 

Whooping Cough is carried by 
its own germ, generally by the 
hreath. from person to person 
and not by germs off the cloth- 
ing. 

The severe spasms of coughing, 
particularly in young and weak 
children, cause hemorrhages of 
the eye, ear or brain, which may 
have a serious result. 

The most dangerous complica- 
tion is h r o n e h o-pnetimonia. 
There may also be diarrhoea, 

vomiting and severe disturbance 

of the digestion when the child 
is not able to retain sufficient 
nourishment 

Convulsions are very alarming 
when they occur but children arc 
not known to choke to death in 
the spasm of coughing. They 
will turn dark in the face and 
will not be able to get a breath 
for a long time, but eventually 
will relax and take a long 



breath. 

All discharges from the nose 
and throat shall be collected on 
paper tissue and destroyed.

As a rule children are not very 
sick with % Whooping Cough and 
in that case they are better out 
in the .fresh air, but this often 
runs into another difficulty, for 
as soon as they get out of the 
door, they will be sure' to con- 
tact their chums. Their chums 
get the same cough and there Is 
trouble in the home, in other 
homes and in the schools, end- 
ing up with the doctor likely 
getting the blame. .Fresh air is 
all right if thc quarantine can 
be kept. But if the child his 
any complication, such as bron- 
chitis with a slightly elevated 
temperature, he should be taken 
care of in bed. 

If the child is coughing too 
hard he should receive some 
sedative which the family doctor 
should look after. He will re- 
quire a mild sedative but not 
enough to "drug" him. 

Another matter, that I hate to 
mention, hut there have been a 
number of children allowed to 
run tree all through an attack 
of Whooping Cough. This mat- 
ter was taken up at a recent 
meeting of the board of health, 
and it was decided to lay infor- 
mation against persons who vio- 
late the provisions of the "Reg- 
ulations for the Prevention of 
Communicable Diseases." Hie

• The ahove mentioned agreement was to be voted on by the 
ratepayers of the corporation each and every five Years and this 
has been done up until 1938. This year it is necessary to vote again 
on *ho Hydro contract, as it is up for renewal on April 1, 1943, and 
tl is necessary to give the Hydro 90 days notice in writing if a satis- 
factory vote for the renewal of the contract has been taken. 

Owe to the fuct that this is the year that the vole must be 
taken on this contract, the Hydro Commission asked for an inter- 
view with our Council on the question of renewing the contract 
The council called upon thc Hydro Commission in Toronto, and 
discussed with Dr. Hogg, the chairman of the Commission, and other 
members of his Commission, the matter of our present contract. 
It was pointed out by Dr. Hogg that the Commission was supplying 
power lo thc Town of Aurora at $25.50 per h.p. on a contract that 
had been running since 1913, and which only called for a -maximum 
of 1.000 h.p., whereas the town at the present was drawing approxi- 
mately 1,300 h.p. and actually costing the Hydro Electric Power 

Commission $28.03 per horsepower. 

They also pointed out that they could not continue to supply an 
unlimited amount of power at the old rate unless the Town would 
become a Hydro municipality. The only arrangement they could 
make on a renewal of the old contract would be to continue to sup. 
ply the 1,000 h.p. at the old rate of $25.50 nnd the 300 h.p. would 
have to be charged at a new rate sufficiently high to bring the total 
revenue of the Hydro high enough to equal 1,300 h.p. at §28.03. 

From lite above you can see that it is going to cost the IWn 
of Aurora Hydro rates to buy power, even with the renewal of the 
old contract. We therefore believe that it Js in the interests of the 
town in general that we should vote lo become a Hydro munici- 
pality, therefore receiving all the benefits of their engineers, and 
years of past experience on Hydro methods. 

Please note that a representative of the Hydro Commission will 
attend the nomination meeting, Monday, Dee. 28, at the Mechanics' 
hall, and will answer any questions in regard to Hydro.

Wtt*H the Possible exception of 
IJU1 Thorns, no finer hockey play- 
er has ever been produced Ift the 
district. Some topnatchers. who. If 
they had had the Same chance as 
these two boys, might have done 
as well, remained ,in amateur 
ranks or cut short their hockey 
careers by retirement. We can 
only take the records. 

Stan. Smith, who has probably 
been closer to the leuding hockey 
players of the district for the past 
20 years than any other person we 
know, unhesitatingly names Cain 
as . "the greatest hockey player 
produced In North York," 

"Bit" Clapper, a teammate of 
Herb, on the Boston Bruins, was 
bom in Newmarket, schooled and 
started on skates In Aurora, but 
learned his hockey elsewhere. So 
he can hardly be classed as a North 
York boy. Aubrey Is now in his 
16th season with the moneyed per- 
formers and must be ranked as an 
alt-lime great of the game. 

Xmas Hay holds more than 
usual significance for Herble, for 
it was on Dec. 25, 1912, that he 
first faw the light of day in New- 
market. This column comes some- 
what as a birthday greeting. The 
hockey handbooks place him as a 
year older than he actually is. 
.When he was learning to skate on 
the waterworks pond, and the 
canal, oldest brother Jack Cain 
had already won a name for him- 
self as a defence star with Do La 
Salle CM., who won the O.II.A. 
junior series in 1918 after a hectic 
series with Barrie. He later played 
fine senior and mercantile hockey. 

"Witch" Cain, a cousin, now a 
disciplinarian with the R.C.A.F.. 
was the hero of many a Metropoli- 
tan league game for Aurora and 
later turned professional. 

"Farmer" Cain, another cousin, 
after some good years in a New- 
market sweater, went to Owen 
Sound, Fort Colbome and South 
Porcupine to win laurels In the 
winter sport. 

The Cain Saga thus -presented a 
challenge from the beginning to 
young Herble, but he met It from 
the start. 

School hockey In those days, 
sponsored by leading citizens In 
Canal-town, was developing some 
stand-out performers, and Cain led 
the St. John's separate school team 
to a title. Hi» team scored 57 
goals over the season and he ac- 
counted for no les.s Shan 52 
counters. In the play-offs the 
scores wore T-i and 7-3 for the St. 
John's team and Herb, accounted 
for seven In the first contest nn-l 
five In the second game. 

Newmarket was now in the hal- 
cyon days of Its long and honor- 
able hockey record. 

The season 102*>-27 had seen 
Owen Sound Gray* defeat a team 
competed entirely of homebrews, 
7*3, on tho round In the O.H.A. 
finals. The Newmarket team of 
that day was composed of Col- 
borne ("Doc") Ames, Reg. Corbolt, 

Scrooge" PerrauU, Charlie Thorns, 
Bill Thorns. Fred. Murray, Doug. 
Marshall, Bruce Trlvelt, Murray 
Lister and "Sonny" Townsloy. The 
conquering Greys Included such 
players as Jack Marklc. Benny 
Grant, Martle Iviuder and Buck 

Paddon.

Extensive use of flammable decorations should be prohibited 
in places of public entertainment. Flame-proof decorations are no- 
! longer available because of the war. 

Cloth may be flame-proofed by immersing it in a- solution: of 
nine ounces of borax and nine ounces of boracic acid' to each gallon 
of water, and allowing it to dry without wringing. Hie more- of 
the solution that may be allowed to dry in the material the better. 
but it must be remembered that the application of water to the 
fabric will remove the chemical from it, and also that the entire 
operation must be repeated at least once a year. 

A strong solution of alum in water may atso be used. There 
is no home method for flame-proofing paper. 



ft is realized that the above recommendations which 
I urgently make to you (writes the Ontario fire marshal) may inter* 
fere with the decoration plans for Christmas of many organizations. 
but if you point out to them the fire hazards that may result from 
the use of flammable decorations f hope that you will- get co- 
operation.

Now that the small electric light bulbs for Christmas trees are 
prohibited, yon should also warn all the citizens of your community 
against the use of candles on Christmas trees or near any type of 
flammable decoration or material. 

Christmas trees used at large gatherings should be fire-proofed. 
An easy way to do this is to weigh the tree and divide the weight 
in pounds by four. This will give the weight of the chemical, 
namely, ammonium sulphate, required for the operation. Place ths 
ammonium sulphate in a narrow-mouth container and dissolve in 
one and a. half pinis of water for each pound of ammonium sul- 
phate. Just before treating the tree saw off the stem about an inch 
from the end. preferably at an oblique angle or in a V-shape, so tha» 
the solution may have free access to the fresh wood at the cut end. 
Set the tree in the solution in a cool place, preferably 50 to 60 de- 
grees F.. away from direct sunlight, and leave it there until mast 
of the solution is absorbed. Calcium chloride may be used for this 
purpose in the same proportion. 

This treatment will render the Christmas tree fire-resistant and 
may avert a major tragedy. 

Please also make sure that all places of public entertainment 
have adequate and proper exits.

Biggest disappointment in this 
Cain career came not when In- 
juries kept hfm out of the game 
for one to three weeks at a time 
when he was "hot," nor when he 
has been placed on third lines 
mostly, but from the break-up of 
that Maroon line of Bob Grade, 
Gus.

Ten King township Hallowe'en

The youths, who ranged from 10 
years of ag*j to 21, were given 
suspended sentence upon payment 
of costs amounting to $25.75 
($2.60 each). In addition to the 
costs. Magistrate Woodliffe or- 
dered that three of the older 
youths, 21, 22 and 20 years, pay 
damages amounting to 56 ($2 
each). 

The youths all pleaded not 

guilty through their defence coun- 
sel. Charles Evans, Hradfovd- 

Mr. Mount stated that shortly 

after 9 p.nv on Hallowe'en a crowd 
of boys began to gather in front 
of a store near his home in 
Kettleby and about half an hour 
later his front door was opened 
and a pair of chickens were drop- 
ped into his front room. He said 
that as he had had trouble on 
four out of five previous Hal- 
lowe'ens, he had left a lighted 
lantern in his lane-way so as to 
be able to see anyone passing to 
the rear of his house. He said 
that after one of the defendants 
had thrown a stone at the lantern 
and broken it. the group proceeded 
to upset his outdoor lavatory and 
break the clothes-line pole nailed 
to it as a brace. He estimated the 
cost of repairing the out-house at 
$25. 

Asked by Crown Attorney N. I* 
Mathews, K.C., if he recognized 
any of the boys, the complainant 
said that he saw two of the boys 
on the night in question and that 
a third had offered to give him a 
new glass for his lantern on the 
Monday following the episode. 

He added that the defendants 
had used flashlights to flash In 
his face and peek through his 

windows. 

Testifying that his «out-housc 
also had been upset. John A. 
Crelghton, carpenter, a neighbor 
of the previous witness, said that 
he had heard a noise on his front 
door early Sunday morning and 
telephoned the police. He said 
that he could not give an estimate 
of the costs 'o repair Mr. Mount's
